rVURING HIS SPEECH IN THE LEGIS-

ment. He was defending his Department against

;; building. Dr. Sutherland was able to show by the 
; k records that this branch of the provincial service is 
~ do” 1 * better work at a lower coat than it did under 

* the Conservative regime. Some of theae records are 
’ worth study. 

Between 1908 and 1912 the McBride Govern¬ 
ment built the Malahat highway. Tenders were 
called for in the usual way and the one accepted 
was for $84,653.29. Seventeen miles of road had 
to be constructed. The work cost the Province 
$297,249.24. Die over-expenditure jn this case, 
therefore, was $212,595.95 on a contract calling 

* for the spending of $84,653.29. 

Take another case. The Conservative Govern¬ 
ment undertook the Banff-Windermere highway. It 
J called for estimates for the construction of 60,25 

* miles of rood. The accepted bid was $207,362. 
The Public Worb Department actually built 18.53 
miles of road, together with 2.46 miles of tote-road, 
and the taxpaycre of British Columbia were charged 

5 no leas than $277,192.09 for it; but the Canadian 
J Pacific Railway Company contributed $75,000 of 
thin amottnl. The rest of the highwiy, of course, was 
< built by the Dominion Government. Let this be 
clearly understood. 

The amount of road contracted for m this case 
was more than sixty miles. The price quoted for 
the whole job was $207,362. Lest than nineteen 
miles were built by the Province: but the cost of only 
this much was $277,192.09. Here, then, was an 
over-expenditure of $60,830.09 on leas than one- 
third of the job originally estimated for. 

There are other factors to be taken into con- 
tidtration when d is c u s sing road-building coats of pre¬ 
war and post-war days. Ev er ybody knows that 
during the time our Conservative friends were in 
power labor and materials were a groat deal 
cheaper than they have been for the leal lea years. 

It thus might have been supposed that at that time 
it was a much simpler matter to keep within the 
limits of an estimate than it has been since the war, 
a period in which economic conditions in many ways 
have been as variable as the wind. 

Apart from actual road construction, however, 
there is an iaaportaat point worth noting in respect 
of maintenance methods. For instance, m 1916 two 
good teams with a crew put on fo urt e en cubic yards 
of gravel per day oa a I W-miie haul at a cost of 
$36.50, or $2.60 per cubic yard spread on the road. 

In 1926 two trucki with a crew pul on thirty-eight 
cubic yards of gravel per day oa a I Vj-mile haul 
at a cost of $36.00, or ninety-five cents per cubic 
yard spread on the road—more then doubling the 
output at a little more than one-third of the cost 
per yard. 

In 1916. moreover, it took a four-horse team 
with a grader and crew four days to grade twelve 
miles of road at a cost of $104.00, or nearly nine 
dollars per mile.. In 1926 the same twelve miles 
were better graded in two days with a power grader 
at a cost of $38.00, or $3.17 per mile—a saving 
of two days* time and $66.00 m cash. Here is 
ample evidence of the fact that maintenance costs 
have been cut in half, or even better than that. 

. Nor should it be forgotten—and it is an im¬ 
portant point-Mhat the highways of this Province 
now Ac subjected to at least four times as much 
traffic as they were when the Conservative Govern¬ 
ment was in office. This factor alone has a vital 
bearing upon the cert and me t hod s of maintenance. 
Yet, as the records show, the Department over which 
Dr. Sutherland presides has met the situation effec¬ 
tively. not only by building good rands economically, 
but also by keeping them in repair A a low cost to 
the taxpayer.

nothing to show that he had authority to de to from 
Hon. Dr. Toknie, the leader of the party, who it 
now in Ottawa representing Victoria in the House 
of Commons. It is equally obvious that the Doctor 
and hit party can conveniently disclaim all 
responsibility for Mr. Pooiey't declaration. In 
fnct there it every reason for the assumption that 
the Conservative Party does not regard Mr. Pooiey 
a its spokesman A all. si far as its policy it con- 
m corned. Dr. Tobnie of course could authorize him 
to act in that capacity, but a far A we can ascer¬ 
tain he has made no public announcement on this 
point. It is generally conceded that few if any 
members of the present opposition would be included 
in a Conservative Government. A Conservative 
newspaper a short time ago said only one of them 
could be regarded as prospective Cabinet material. 
Hence Mr. Pooiey'a declaration of policy appears 
to have scarcely aay political authority behind it 
If the Conservative Party of British Columbia 
regarded Mr. Pooiey as its mouthpiece it would 
have to accept responsibility for his numerous vocal 
indiscretions. The member for Esquimalt indulges 
in frequent outbursts which would not be permitted 
if he were under the discipline imposed by an ex¬ 
perienced end sagneious leader. His puerile attack 
upon a judge of the Supreme Court the other day 
was an instance of Mr. Pooiey's incorrigibility in 
this respect. An able leader with due regard to 
the responsibility of his position and the dignity 
his party either would have stopped this tirade or 
would have promptly dissociated himself from it as 
soon u it wa del i vered. Indeed, such a lender 
would have to keep s muzzle oo Mr. Pooiey or 
he would have to spend much of his time repudiating 
that gentleman's fantastic utterances. 

Just the seme, it is hard to see how Dr. Tolmie 
can get away with his alibi before the electors without 
now letting them know just what the Conservative 
Ottawa-Victoria situation is. He might say. for 
instance, that while he is in frequent contact with 
the opposition by telegraph, it is impossible for him 
at Ottawa to deal with the various questions which 
a nee from time to time in British Columbii; there¬ 
fore Mr. Pooiey can speak only for himself end 
his colleagues in the House.

On the other, hand, die property owner* involved 
are quite willing to abandon their proposal of seces¬ 
sion aa long a* they can be assured that their rural 
section shall be dealt with in the matter of expendi¬ 
ture* more in keeping with the taxe* which it contri¬ 
bute*. But they iiuot upon relief in one form or 
the other and it » our opinion that their caae should 
be given sympathetic consideration by the Governme n t. 

It i* patent to everybody that the rural area* of 
the municipality of Saanich are an important factor 
ia the commercial life of dm community. A greater 
production from that section » mort desirable; but 
until it* farming population obtain* a substantial 
measure of taxation relief we do not look for any 
very considerable ex pa n sion of rural industry. It 
therefore is in the interests of the whole of the south¬ 
eastern part of the Island that the petition already 
presented to the Government be granted. Our own 
view is that the rural sections of the Saanich peninsula 
should be formed into one rural municipality and 
definitely maintained and safeguarded as such.
